Democrats, Republicans 
Defeat Bonelli Senate Plan

In a nonpartisan move almost 
unique in California politics, 
state Democratic and Republican 
party leaden joined hands today 
to fight the so-called Bonelli plan 
for reapportionment of the state 
Senate, which has found a place 
on the November ballots as Pro­ 
position 15.

As chairmen on the Advisory 
Council of the statewide Commit­ 
tee, to Keep California United, 
which is carrying the fight to 
defeat the reapportionment pro­ 
posal, William A. Munnell of Los 
Angeles, chairman of Ihe Stale 
Democratic Central Committee, 
joined with George W. Milias of 
dilroy, chairman of the state Re­ 
publican Central Committee, to 
lambaste the reapportionment 
measure.

Munnell said: "The plan for 
reapportionmcnt of the state 
Senate is a threat to the rights 
of every California voter, regard- 
loss of political belief or party 
affiliation. This measure must be 
defeated if there is to be fair and 
representative government in the 
atate.

"California continues to grow 
at a fantastic rate each year. 
To meet this phenomenal growth, 
nil California must have water. 
Any change for realignment of 
senatorial representation at the 
present time is unwise, and may 
jeopardize the entire water pro­ 
gram.

"The present plan for reap- 
portionment in both rash and 
untimely. T feel that every Cal­ 
ifornia voter must b« alerted to 
the dangers inherent in this 
measure, and that all must be 
urged to join together to defeat 
Proposition 15."
